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Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment received on August 5 th 2004 in which claims 10-13 were 
added has been fully considered and entered, but the arguments are not persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kim (US Patent no. 5838829) for the same reasons as previously set forth in the last 
office action mailed on May 5 th 2004, paper no. 6. 

Response to Arguments 

Regarding claims 1 -5, 7-1 1 , the applicant argues that Kim does not teach or suggest "at 
least for and edge block of a segment, a motion vector is allowed to extend into 
adjacent segment". The examiner respectfully disagrees. A block consists of 8x8 
square pixels. The claim calls for "an edge block of a segment, a motion vector is 
allowed to extend into adjacent segment". The applicant agrees that Kim discloses that 
"extended contour pixels may be constituted by the current contour pixels and the pixels 
adjacent to the current contour pixels along the x, y directions and two diagonal 
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directions." To the examiner, a contour is an edge, a neighboring block is an adjacent 
block, therefore, the edge pixels are the contour pixels (i.e., block of 8x8 pixels at the 
edge/contour of the segment). These pixels in Kim are not limited to a specific number. 
Therefore, an 8x8 pixel block at the edge/contour is clearly taught by Kim, and thus, the 
"edge block of the segment" claimed by the applicant is anticipated by the prior art. 
The applicant is also reminded that in col. 4, lines 35-40, Kim teaches "contour 
extension". Further, in col. 3, lines 9-67 and in col. 4, lines 1-10, Kim gives details about 
the extension into the adjacent segment. 

Regarding newly submitted claims 12-13, since Kim operates with low-bit and 
approximately the same error rate (See Kim col. 1 t lines 20-33, and col. 4, lines 35-55), 
the ITU H.263+ is considered within the scope of Kim. 

3. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
